been accustomed to this form of 
amusement, and although there has 
been advance made in the presen- 
tation of vaudeville programs dur- 
ing the last decade, just as there 
has been steady and continual ad- 
vance ever since the Lafayette 
Theater in New York was opened 
as America’s first vaudeville house 
in 1826, the modern “palaces” in 
which vaudeville is given today, the 
lavishness of some of the acts, the 
variety of the programs are scarce- 
ly considered as innovations by 
those who witness them. 

The average man or woman of 
middle age today may remember 
back to the pre-motion picture era, 
when the cheaper class of amuse- 
ment was supplied by the resident 
stock companies, or the “Rep,” 
which toured the road season after 
season, spending a week in each 
large town and changing the bill 
every night. These will likewise 
remember ‘the announcement of 
the next night's bill which was 
made from the stage after the cli- 
max of the third act had been 
reached. It was made by one of 
the actors, who. “on behalf of the 
management,”’ pleasantly greeted 
the patrons, thanked them for their 
patronage, announced the next bill 
afid then wished “one and all a 
kind good night.”’ 

EAT expeditious announcement 
was the survival] of a tradition 
of the theater harking back to 

the days of the first resident stock 
companies which were the rule in 
thet day when railroad facilities 
were not what they are at present 
and a trip of 60 miles was a hard- 
ship. And the “ten, twent’ and 
thirt’ rep shows” and stock com-
